A 
protest was lodged at Pekin, and the 
governor of Honan was ordered to en- 
force the terms of the concession, but 
up to the time of the Empress leaving 
he had not done so, as he was afraid 
of the people, who were up in arms 
over the affair. 


America Should Say Let All Wars End 


Atlantic City, N. J.—Declaring his 
belief that ‘America is the legal na- 
tion to bring about universal peace 
throughout the world,’’ United States 
Bupreme Court Judge David G 
Brewer, speaking before the New Jer. 
sey Bar association here recently, 
made a plea for united action towards 
a world wide peace that shall end wars 
between nations. ‘‘The presence of 
7,000,000 Germans in the United States 
is a virtual guarantee that the country 
will seek no offensive action against 
that country,”’ he said, ‘‘and similar 
“residents here of natives of other 
countries will have the small effect 
in keeping down the spirit of war.” 

Continuing, Justice Brewer said :-— 
“With brass buttons and epaulettes 
becoming more plenty, with constant 
talk of fighting and invention of new 
weapons this country must watch to 
prevent its people drifting into dreams 
of empire that can only lead to dis- 
aster.

good view is obtained of much of 


the land and the plots which can 
be recognized by a superabun- 
dance of white pegs which mark 
the various crops being experi- 
mented with. 

The first growing things that 
strike our eye on the march round 
are the young apple trees which 
have come well through the win- 
ter, cold as it was. These consist 
chiefly of Wealthy, Duchess, Yel- 
low Transparent, and Pewaukee. 
8| Black currants have done well also 
red and white currants, but the 
gooseberries and raspberries have 
not done quite as well this last 
winter. The raspberries could 
not be covered before the ground 
became too hard from frost last 
fall, but where the tips were cov- 
ered they are alive. Uncovered 
bushes or parts were hard hit in 
places. At another part of the 
farm I saw a few raspberry bushes 
(probably Cuthberts) that were 
very strong and full of leaf that 
had had no sort of covering at all. 

Some experiments were conduc- 
ted last year with oats on packed 
land and land unpacked. The re- 
sult of this so far has shown that 
oats on packed land yielded 15 
bushels more per acre than those 
on unpacked land. Experiments 


are being made this year with bar. 
Tey “undef, the : ‘eonditi 
tis the land bas never fail 


an increase of over 800 for |}to show a better retention of mois- 


ture and better growth of crop. 

The strawberries in single rows 
and matted rows are looking heal- 
thy and well where the plots were 
set out from home grown or fresh 
plants; but where the plants had 
been shipped a long way, or had 
lost vitally, there were evidences 
of winter killing. We next en- 
tered a large square building 
which was arranged with bins for 
keeping varieties of grains, rooms 
for the selecting and picking out 
samples. On the walls are many 
interesting examples of grains al- 
ready raised on thefarm. Among 
the samples of threshed grain are 
some very fine black oats, yielding 
110 bushels per acre in 1907, and 
111 in 1908. Banner oats beside 
these yielded 90 bushels. Some 
good Kharkof winter wheat has 
been grown but it lacks the flinty 
appearance of that grown in some 
parts of the province. 

Alfalfa is taking a yreat deal of 
the Superintendent’s attention. 
One of the great questions is that 
of the innoculation or the absence 


of treatment, but, so far, every- 
thing points to the benefits to be 
derived from innoculation; which 
has shown that from one plot of 
innoculated alfalfa 7200 Ibs. of 


hay per acre was gathered while 
uninnoculated plot the 
yield of hay was but 2520 lbs. per 
Still farther, the innocula- 
ted alfalfa on a chemioal test 
showed 2.02 more protein or nutri 
tive value than alfalfa grown ou 
unjnnoculated ground. The dried 
plants of the innoculated plot are 
double the length of the others.

As we wander on we come 
across more wheat plots where ex- 
periments have been carried on in 
regard to growing winter wheat on 
Timothy sod and summer fallows, 
but, unfortunately, the chain may 
be broken as some of the winter 
wheat appears to be killed out. 
The varieties being used are Tur- 
key Red and Dawson’s Golden 
Chaff. The winter wheat on timo- 
thy sod appears to be dead while 
quite a little of the timothy turned 
under-is alive and growing well. 
I believe it is acknowledged that 
winter wheat’ does better on fallow 
than timethy sod but still it is bet- 
ter to prove the same. 

Just outside the large barn are 
instruments’ for recording the 
weather. The sun _ recorder, in 
which ‘a fresh paper is placed 
every day, burns its way of a piece 
of paper ruled with lines for the 
hours of thté day, and makes a 
plain mark,- from point to point. 
If the sun gees under a cloud or 
the day becomes grey no mark is 
made for a short or long time. 
At night am:acourate account can 
be taken and the length of the 
hours of sunshine measured each 
day. This is done at all oe 
¢ statiotis.ahd so ‘far goes to 
prove that. Alberta enjoys more 
sunshine than any other province 
in the Dominion. Some of the 
proportionate records for March 
were Brandon 89, British Colum- 
bia 39, Alberta 119. Though this 
test has been going at Lacombe 
for one year only it shows, and 
has proved, that Alberta exogeds 
other provinces in hours of sun- 
shine per month. The Lethbridge 
station runs a little higher than 
Lacombe, but the latter is well 
ahead of any other provincial sta- 
tion in the Dominion. 

Plots of grain were last year 
sown on manured grounds, but 
this, instead of a blessing, has so 
far proved an injury to the crops. 
The plots have been resown to 
see if the second year’s crop on 
ground manured the year before 
will be better. Then there is a 
variety of plots sown with grain 
and fertilized with different sorts 
of manures, barnyard ard arttifi- 
cial such as nitrate of soda, wuri- 
ate of potash or mixtures and dif- 
ferent strengths of ingredients. 
As these plots are just up and all 
are good stands it is too early two 
months or more the tales may be 
told so much better. 

Spring wheat and barley are 
both being experimented with 
largely this year. All the plots 
are up and looking fine, the tests 
being done mostly in varieties, 
dates of sowing, packed or un- 
packed land, eto., and will make 
fine comparisons of results later 
Some fodder corn was just coming 
through the yround strony and 
vigorous.

What is 
the reason? Mr. Hutton’s idea is 
that the ground when sown in 
1907 was packed and retained a 
lot of moisture so the oft seeds 
rotted. They were algo rather 
deeply sown and the ground was 
moist. When oate were sown 
again in 1907 the ground was not 
packed and the oats were not 
sown 80 deep, so lay in the ground 
in a drier condition and came in 
the spring. 


Coming to the lower ground of 
the farm and to larger acres of 
crop we find the winter wheat on 
the whole in nice condition, though 
on some round knolls not as good, 
the barer patches showing up in 
the middle of thess good sized 
pieces, which consist of an aore or 
two nota plot. This would seem 
to indicate the moisture question 
again in another phase, and it cer- 
tainly is one of the great studies 
of the future. All the grain on 
this lower part was fine. Winter 
killing of winter wheat.I, person- 
ally, think is largely a question of 
moisture in Alberta. 

Further on is an alfalfa plot 
sown with a light nurse crop, a 
good stand, and near it a capital 
piece of alsike. The garden stuff 
across the road is coming well in 
very straight rows, and a nice bed 
of tulips in bloom brighten up the 
other side of the house. 

In front of the house a large 
piece of lawn grass is beitg turned 
over to be planted in alfalfa. 

The trees seem to be making 
hheadway though of course they 
are all very young yet. We can

An ex- 
periment station does as much 
good to the farmer often by tel- 
ling bim what not to do as well as 
by telling bim what to do. All 
things must be tried even if the 
manager thinks they may fail.

James Creeifman, the War Correspon- 


dent, Halls From Morttreal.

articles of James Creelman, one of | 


the most noted war correspondents 
and ine writers in America, are 
t he is a Canadian by birtn.

some tion, He was born in 
Montreal in the year 1868, the son of 
Matthew Creelman, at that time a 
prominent insurance tan of that city. 

His adventures began at the age of 
twelve—that is to aay in 1870, when 
he ran away from home with the in- 
tention of walking to New York. He 
did walk most of the way, stealing an 
oveasional ride on a failway 
He worked as office boy for a religious 
journal, became a printer, and, like 
so many of the old-time printers be- 
fore the days of the linotype, drifted 
into journalism. Having a pligious 
tendency his next move was to take 
a course in theology, rather for the 
culture of the thing than with any 
fixed intention of becoming a preach- 
er. Theology did not hold him long. 
however, and over twenty years ago 


| he went back to reporting and got a 


position on The New York Herald 


train. 


Twenty years ago he returned to his | 


native city of Montreal to aecompany

He left the service of James 
Gordon Bennett in 1893 to become 
British editor of The Cosmopolitan 
Magazine but did not succeed fh get- 
ting on with John Brisbane Walker 
for very long.

1894 he was in the service of The New 
York World and is alleged to have 
been the only correspondent who 
succeeded in getting to the front, al. 
though this is disputed by some of

taken prisoner by the Japs when his 
British citizenship served him in 
good stead for he was released by’ the 
intervention of English officials.

FINDING RALPH CONNOR 


STORY OF THE START OF FAM. 
OUS CANADIAN NOVELIST, 


Nom-de-Plume of Rev, Charles W. 
Gordon Is Result of Editor's 
Error and Fact That He Is a Novel- 
ist Is Result of an Argument Re 
garding the Best Means of Present- 
ing Missionary Needs of West. 


The story of the finding of “Ralph 
Connor,” the ‘novelist, dates badk to 
October, 1896. The Westminster mag- 
azine wag in ite infancy. A meeting 
of the Presbyterian Home Mission 
Committee had just been held in To- 
ronto, and “Ralph Connor,”’ who was 
down from Winni , was bewailing 
the lack of liberality and foresight on 
the part of the committee. @ as- 
serted that it was tho duty of The 
Westminster and is editor to present 
the facts of the case. In his own de- 
fence the editor pointed out that bare 
facts and statistics made but little 
impression, indeed, tended to con- 
fuse; and to an offer of an article on 
the subjects he wisely replied: ‘“Ar- 
ticles are no good if they have only 
facts and statistics and exhortations. 
Give me a sketch, a story, a thing of 
life rather than a report. Make it 
true Yo the life as you know it, rather 
than to the mere facts. Put in the 
local color. That would touch the 
imagination and give a basis to your 
appeal for help.’’” This advice in due

course produced several sketches 
which were afterwards embodied in 
the story ‘Black Rock.’’ So much for 
the finding; the christening was just 
as informal. 

When the first sketches were ready 
for publication it became necessary 
to consider the signature over which 
they were to appear. To-day it 
seems as natural for a clergyman to 
write a novel as to preach a sermon, 
but even ten years agu conditions 
were different. It was Aceed advis- 
able to conceal the identity of the 
writer, so the editor sent the query, 
“What name?’ The telegram in re- 
ply said ‘Sign sketch Cannor.” ‘“Can- 
nor, that would betray the face of a 
mask,’ says thé editor. “Perhaps 
ths operator made a mistake. Likely 
it should be Connor’ And running 
over the alphabet of mageuline names 
he decided that. ‘‘Ralph” would just 
about fit with “Connor.” Thus the 
christening—and in the next issue of 
The Westminster began “Tales From 
the Selkirks,’’ by ‘‘Ralph Connor.” 

‘‘Connor’s’’ novels may be divided 
into three groups. ‘‘Black Rock’’ and 
“The Sky Pilot’ are tales of the 
Rocky Mountain foothills. Both tell 
of the wild life of the west and of 
the work of the missionary. In the 
second group we put ‘‘The Man from 
Glengarry’’ and ‘‘Glengarry School 
Days,”’ each having the same back- 
ground. 

“Ralph Connor’ (Rev. Charles W. 
Gordon). was born in Glengarry 
County, Ontario, in 1860. About elev- 
en years later the family moved to 
western Ontario, where he was en- 
abled to attend high school. After a 
year or two of teaching, he went, in 
company with his brother, to the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, from which he 
graduated in 1883. After a year as 
classical magter in a high school he 
entered Knox College. While a theo- 
logical student he spent two summers 
in missionary work in Manitoba and 
on the completion of his course tra- 
veled for a year in Scotland and on 
the continent. Then two years were 
spent as ordained missionary at 
Banff. Afterwards he visited the Brit- 
ish churches in the interests of Cana- 
dian missions and settled finally as 
pastor of 8t.  8Stephen’s Church, 
Winnipeg

There is not much doubt but 
that in times to come, or as soon 
as possible, there should come 
a change in our economic system 
for the betterment of all parties in 
Alberta. Possibly, and most prob- 
ably, the opening up of the Wes- 
tern route for grain may change 
our methods of finance. At pre- 
. sent there is one mad scramble by 
all parties interested tp get hold of 
all the money that can be extrao- 
ted from the incoming crop in tbe 
course of a few weeks, with the 
consequgnoes that the grain is for- 
ced on the market just when prices 
are foroed lower because of the 
rush of the supply all at one time. 
A great deal of grain during the 
latter part of the rush never 
reaches the seaboard at all till the 
following spring, but remains at 
the terminal elevators taxed with 
the oost of insurance and storage, 
whioh both come out of the far- 
mer’s pockets in Alberta, and this 
consequently, gives him less 
money to spend in Alberta to the 
detriment of all other businesses. 
This is a matter that should be 
taken up by our business men 
with a view to making paper pay- 
uble when it can do all of us the 
most good. Orop expenses such 
as threshing labor and many small 
or open accounts should be paid 
out of the crop as soon as possible, 
but there is no necessity for mak 
ing all other payments on notes, 
mortyages. insurance, elo, pay 
able in the fall. To market grain 
successfully the farmer should 
have time to look about him, time 
to send samples away if uecessary, 
time to size up what be has and

Not only is our present method 
suicidial from the fact that more 
often than not our crop is cleaned 
up at lower prices than it ought to 
bring, by which we all lose, but 
just when this crop is being rush- 
ed to market is just the time when 
the farmer should be preparing 
his land for next year, thus ob- 
viating the danger of late seeding 
and consequent loss the next 
spriog. For if land was prepared 
in the fall, as it should be, we 
should not hear so much of the 
soare as to whether the coming 
crop can be put in the ground in 
time to be harvested as properly 
ripened grain. 

It is up to the manufacturers 
and the money powers to get to- 
gethar and devise some better me- 
thod than bleeding the farmer in 
short order of all their grain at 
any price they oan obtain for it, 
entailing a loss upon the whole 
community. This latter method 
has been in vogue for many years 
in the cotton belt, and the method 
succeeded in making the cotton 
farmers the poorest race of farmers 
on the continent.
